A new travel center, Charlic's 
Country Comer, will open just south 
of Grayling, at the I-75 and Four Mile 
Road intersection. The first day of

According to Charles Fick, who

The 
manufacturing of particle board is 
scheduled to begin in October 1997,

AFDC caseload falling, 
more clients working 


State Social Services Director 
Gerald H. Miller announced recently 
that, in May, Michigan's AFDC 
caseload fell below 200,000 for the 
first ume in 16 years. “The May 1995 
caseload was 199,052,” he said, “and 
thal represents a substantuil decrease 
from our record high of 248,377 in 
March of 1981 and 223,194 cases in 
Oxtober 1992, when we began our 
welfare reform initabve To Strengthen 
Michigan Families.” He noted that 
the AFDC point-in-ume caseload has 
decreased for the past 13 consecuuve 
months. 

Crawford County's AFDC caseload 
in April was 265, according to Robert 
Pontez , director of the Crawford County 
Department of Social Services. 


Miller attributed the decline in the 
statewide AFDC caseload to his 
department's wel fare reform iniiative 
To Strengthen Michigan Families, 
which provides incentives for public 
assistance recipients to gain 
employment 

“In May,” he said, “ the number of 
AFDC cases with earned income 
reached an all-time record of 53,808, 
of 28,5 percent, and more than 60,000 
cases have been closed duc tocamings 
since we began implementing To 
Suengthen Michigan Families in 
October of 1992. 1 think that's 
evidence that our iniuauve 1s making 
a positive difference in the lives of our 
state's chikdren and their families.”

DOODLES FROM 
THE TALL TIMBER

This past weekend I chanced to be 
near onc of our bird baths and standing 
sail when a yellow shafted flicker 
came to take advantage of the avatlabic 
water, Seldom have I becn so close, 
and it was clearly obvious my presence 
was not going to deter the bird from 
having adnink. A flicker 1s some 12- 
to }4-inches long, so itas not small 
like a hairy or downy, and itis the only 
woodpecker with a brown back. Their 
preferred dict 1s ants, so they spend 
tmostof their ume on the ground. Ants 
secrete formic acid when they are 
disturbed, so to counteract the acid, 
the sucky saliva of the flicker 1s 
alkaline. 

All woodpeckers have Jong tongues 
with which they probe boles for insects 
or wood borers, and the flicker is no 
excepuion. Most woodpeckers have 
strong thick bills for hammering on 
wood, but the flickers’ bill is more 
Slender and slighdy down curved. 
Dunng the spningume courtship ntuals, 
they may hammer on resonant dead 
limbs, TV antennas or metal chimneys. 
They prefer w lay their eggs inacavity 
imauee and will use the proper-sizea 
birdhouse if 11s in a good locauon. A 
house for a flicker should be 7-by-7- 
by-14 inches on the inside with a 2 
1/4-to-2 1/2-1nch hole. The house 
should be 10 to 35 foet above the 
ground. 

According to one source, there are 
six species in South and North America 
which we have blessed with over a 
hundred local names. Most of those 
six species have a white upper rump 
that 15 clearly visible when they fly,

Holiday drivers scoff 
at higher gas prices 


percent of travelers are heading to a 


Higher gas prices will not deter 
Michiganians from traveling this 4th- 
of-July holiday, according to a AAA 
Michigan survey. Nearly two million 
state residents are planning a holiday 
weekend getaway --- up two percent 
from last year. 

The mid-June survey of 500 
Michigan residents found that while 
statewide self-serve regular unleaded 
fuel prices are up nearly nine cents per 
gallon from last year at this ume, the 
majority of travelers will still take to 
the open road. Only four percent of 
those interviewed said higher gas 
prices would impact their travel plans. 

“On a 300-mile trip in a vehicle 
averaging 21 miles per gallon, travelers 
will pay $1.29 more than last year to 
fill their tank,” said AAA Travel 
Director Peter Erickson, “That's not 
cnough to keep most people home.” 

Additionally, lodging and meal costs 
are up only $5 per day from last year, 
the auto club said, which is not an

travel plans.

«Salsa vs. ketchup. You may have 
read reports that sales of salsa have 
finally surpassed ketchup sales. That 
statisuc was based on retail doilar sales, 
and salsa costs more than ketchup. 
Ounce for ounce, Americans still 
consume about three times as much 
ketchup as salsa. 

*A flat stomach may be an 
Impossible goal for many people. Even 
if you're very thin, your internal organs 
may cause a slight roundness, 
Basically, the flatness of yourabdomen 
depends in large part on genetics ~~ 
that is, whether your body tends to 
store fat around your midsection or 
elsewhere. 


Does gargling with salt water help 
a sore Unroat? It seems to, despite the 
fact that there’s no scientific evidence 
ithelps. Why does ithelp? It may be 
the act of gargling itself, even with 
warn water, which can relieve dryness. 
The salt may also help keep the throat 
moist. Some doctors recommend 
warm water and com syrup gargles. 
There's no evidence that a gargle can 
prevent acold or sore throat, but itmay 
offer some temporary relief. Use 1/4 
teaspoon salt (or onc to lwo teaspoons 
of corn syrup) in eightounces of warm 
water. The best way to keep rnucous 
membranes moist when you have a 
cold 1s to drink more fluids. 

“Can cating the whole apple — seeds 
and core included — be dangerous? 
‘There's no harm in eaung an apple 
core. It actually will provide extra 
fiber. Many secds are both edible and 
nutritious. Like nuts, seeds have a 
relatively high fat content. Dred or 
roasted pumpkin, squash and 
sunflower seeds are popular and 
avaable commercially. 


Some seeds or pits --- specifically 
apple, apricot, pear, plum and bitter 
almond —- contain a minute quantity 
ofasubstance called amygdalin, which 
releases cyanide, This is not usually a 
health hazard,

apricot pits to geta lethal dose of 
cyanide, A tew apple or pear seeds or 
a plum pit won’ Churt you, 

‘Feta cheese is somewhat lower in 
saturated fat than other cheeses. Feta, 
a Greek cheese, is tradiuonally made 
from sheep’s milk and, like any whole- 
milk cheese, has a lot of saturated fat.

Jaime Vendeville of Grayling was 
one ofover 450 Alma College students 
who were named to the dean’s list for 
outstanding academic performance 
during the 1995 winter term which 
ended April 21, 

Students who achieve a 3.5 or better 
grade-point average during a tem, 
while carrying aminimum of 13 credits 
(at least eight of which are evaluative 
grades) are named to the dean’s list. 
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One ounce has six grams of fat (four of 
them Saturated), meaning that 72 
percent of its 75 calories come from 
fat, Cream cheese is higher in total 
and saturated fat than feta.

The re- 
placement budge is in two secuons, 
which means only one pier is placed in 
the aver. The site was designed to 
clear up erosion problems.

Manistee River Restorauion Commit- 
tee said, “Already we can see it (the 
river) deepening. The nver is begin- 
ning to correct itself.”
